A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-25, 30 and 44-70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated 

by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Allison et al '114. No 

distinction is seen between the process disclosed by Allison et al '114, and that recited 

in applicants' claims. Allison et al '1 14 discloses a partial oxidation process, and 

teaches in the paragragh bridging columns 6 and 7 that the catalyst comprises discrete 

structures having a longest dimension of less than six millimeters. Allison et al '1 14 

further teaches in col. 6, lines 4-23 that the catalytic metal comprises "highly dispersed 

rhodium" wherein a limited amount of rhodium is spread out over the high surface area 

catalyst surfaces such that the availability of rhodium for contacting the reacting gas is 

enhanced. At least 60% of the rhodium would inherently be loaded on the discrete 

structure of Allison et al '1 14 in an outer region having a thickness of not more than 200 



microns, since Allison et al '1 14 discloses that the rhodium is available for contacting 
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the reactant gas. In any event, it would be obvious to modify the catalyst of Allison et al 
'1 14 such that at least 60% of the rhodium would be loaded in an outer region having a 
thickness of not more than 200 microns, since Allison et al'1 14 suggests that the 
rhodium should be available to contact the reactant gas, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would appreciate that the rhodium could contact the reactant gas only if it were 
present on the surface or an outer region of the discrete structure. 

Xu et al and Clavenna et al are made of record for disclosing partial oxidation 
processes wherein discrete structures are employed as catalysts.
